Until the 
panic started In October tho demand 
IB all parts ot the United State* had 
been ot B record-breaking character 
and the production seemed (o bo lim- 
ited only by the inability ot the op- 
erators (o procure adequate labor and 
transportation facilities, 
tu addition 


to this, the year loo* was ooo ot gen- 
eral peace throughout the coal mining 
region. There were tew instances ot 
labor disaffection and what time was 
loat was Insufficient to affect tho total 
production. Tha record madn In 100S 
was. la striking contrast with theno 
coadlliotts. The nioat powerful influ- 
ence wan. ot course, the effect ot ttao 
panto which began Id October, 1007, 
and continued throughout 1003. Added 
to this thorn wait In the organized 
States ot tho bituminous regions n 
general suspension ot operations on 
April 1, pending the adjustment of 
the wage scale.. In tho anthracite re- 
gion agreements find been made In 
1966 (or tt period ot three years, or to 
March 31, 1900, so that thera was no 
general suspension „[ mining among 
tha anthracite workers.

In 
tho face ot the demoralized trade con- 
ditions, the (act that tho percentage 
decrease In value was Insignificantly 
larger than that In production la not- 
able and was duo In part Co the neces- 
sity ot maintaining prices, because 
operations In most ot the important 
producing State* are carried. on under 
agreement .with the United Mine Work- 
ers ot America nod there was no cut 
la mining wages, so thai tho cost ot 
mining was relatively as high as In 
t.le more prosperous years of 1006 
and 190T. 
Another reusou (or tho 


slight falling off In value was tho fact 
that on account of the trade conditions 
consumers were more exacting In their 
demands than they were In 1008 and 
1!>Q7, when operators were able to 
market practically alt tho coal they 
could mine. Thl* caused a larger per- 
centage ot slack and other salable 
coat to b<? thrown on tho dumps In 
.isos, so that the returns to tho op- 
erators were considerably less than 
app«ars In the statistical record.

In tho decade ending December 31, 


1005, tho total production amounted 
to 2,8:W,'103,74« short tons, and the 
grand total from the beginning of .coal 
mining amounted to 5,970,676,865 short 
tons. Tho average annual production 
.from 1SDG to1906 was 283,240,275 short 
tons, compared with which the aver- 
age production (or tho throe years 
from 1006 to 1008, Inclusive (436,787,- 
SOO short ton*), showed an Increase of 
153,547,525 short tons,, or D-1.2 per cent. 


This groat Increase In the produc- 


tion ot coal when considered with the 
Increase In population furnishes some 
Interesting comparisons. Going bock 
to the middle ot the last century, and 
comparing tho coal production with 
the population, we find that In I860, 
according' to the United States cen- 
sus, the production of coat amounteii 
to (i.4-l5,GSl tons and the population 
of the country was 23,191,876. The 
per capita production.of coal in that 
year was thus 0,278 ton. Ten years 
Inter tho population was 31,443,321 and 
tho coal production amounted to 16,- 
139,736 tons, or an average ot 0.514 
ton per person. At the census of 1870 
tho coal production showed a per 
capita average ot 0.06 ton. Ten years 
later U was 1.62 tons per capita. In 
1890 
the population had grown to 


an increase of 25 per cent, 


ofer 18SD, while the coal production 
had grown to 157,770,963 short tons, 
or a per capita output ot 2.62 
tons. 


At tho taking jot the 'Twelfth Census, 
la 1900, tho {increase la population 
for tho decadit amounted to 22 par 
cent., tho tota! number of parsons re- 
ported being 7F,303,387, whllo more 
than 70 per cen'i, bad been added to tho 
coal production!, the total being 269,- 
684,027 short Uini, or in average of 
3.53 tons for each Inhabitant. In oth- 
er words, whtl* the .population from 
1850 to 1900 showed an Increase of 
230 per cent., tho production of coal 
Increased 4,084; per cent The Direc- 
tor ot tho Bureau ot tha Census esti- 
mated the population, ot the United 
States on Juno 1, 1907, at about 85,- 
500,000 parsons, making tho par capita 
production In that year 6,6 tons, so 
that In less than sixty years the per 
capita production of coal In the United 
States bad increased from a little 
moro than one-quarter ot a ton to Ett 
tons. It tho population of the Uni- 
ted States In 1908 Is.eBtlmated at 87,- 
000,000 persons, the per capita pro- 
duction for that year was 4.78 short 
tons.

nnd 640,780 la 1D08. Tha'Increase In 
1008, as compared with 1907, gives a 
reasonably fair Indication ot tho con- 
dition of. the labor nuulceL 


Tho total quantity ot .bituminous 


coal mined* by machines In 1908 
amounted to 123,187,334 short tons. 


Pennsylvania, thu leading State In 


the total production 
of bituminous 


coal, loads alto In l.he number of ma- 
chines employed and In the .total ma- 
chine-mined production, 6,103 machine* 
being amployed in 100S with a pro- 
duction ot 62,447,809 abort tons, or 
44.76 per cent ot tho State's total. ' 


Tho year 1097, notwithstanding the 


unprecedented production and high 
prices, was notable as one qt cornpara- 
.ivo peace throughout tho' coal mln- 
ng regions. There were fewer men 
clto because ot strikes or lockouts in 
1007 than In any other year since 1001, 
and tbo amount ot time lost from this 
cause In that year was the smallest 
n a decade. To these conditions 1908 
offered a marked (contrast. In the 
spring tho wage agreement of 1906 
expired and on April 1 there wag in the 
organized States a general suspen- 
sion of mining operations pending tbo 
renewal ot the wage agreement. The 
suspension, however, was ot a pacific 
character and .while the mines were 
closed, there wns, its a general thing; 
good feeling between tbo contending' 
parties and, except In Alabama, little 
disorder or violence. In Alabama the 
suspension was tho result ot an. effort 
by the United Mine workers ot Amor- 
ca to strengthen tho organization In 
hat State. It does not seem to have 
been well considered and was not In 
any way successful from the mlaafC

farence that they »ero legally nnd 
justly no. We do not think thin view 
of the ninOcr wilt havo the endorse- 
ment of the higher courts, tt la ut- 
terly repugnant to the spirit of our 
laws. If there Is anything In our syu- 
Mat of jurisprudence which Is (Irmly 
established It Is the (act that the 
records of a public official aro nee-

His companions called to him 
to turn back, for the current is very 
swift at that point, but he kept on 
downstream and was caught in the 
great sweep, the first break from the 
smoother waters 'to the "raptda.

Then; realizing that he was beyond 
human help and was to ho carried 
through, the rapids, .which took the 
life, of .Captain Webb, and which have

Not in all the history of the rlvor 


has such a brave effort been wit- 
nessed. Although but a trail- hoy, he 
went into the rapids swimming strong- 
ly and held his own until he struck 
the giant wave which curls up oppo- 
site the old buttery elevntor. Then 
he wont under and for a second was 
lost.to sight oE the score of people 
who stood on the lower arch bridge. 


Again and again he disappeared,

100 yards farther than did .the 'great 
English swimmer, Captain Webb. The 
body can now be seen In the whirl- 
pool, whore river men are waiting for 
it to he -brought in toward shore far 
enough to be recovered.
